Bunch and Muscadine Grapes are both native and adapted here. Our Bunch Grapes ripen from 
about July 1 to October 15 and our Muscadine Grapes from about September 1 to November 1. 


Below we list our limited surplus of our different breeds of Bunch Grapes and our Cotton Belt 
Muscadine Grapes, all in separate groups, as to their sources and origination and as to color 


and about as they ripen, earliest first. 


Order From This List. Plant Now. All our 2 year stock was root pruned, with plow, soon after 
frost and our Georgia Experiment Station now, after 5-year tests, say it is best to plant 
grape vines in late winter and early spring in Nerth Georgia. Also that it does not cut yields 
of muscadines to prune late and for the vines to bleed. 








MUSCADINE GRAPES 


Muscadine Grapes. The South’s finest, most frost 
and pest resistant, dependable and profitable 
fruit crop. No spray required. 


Best Standard Varieties (All Self-sterile. See 
pollination below). We have to layer mus- 
cadine vines one season to root them. 


Prices: Two year No. 1 transplants 75c each. One 
year No. 1 transplants 60c each.

Pollination: While muscadines often bear good 
crops one-fourth mile from pollinators, all the 
above, best varieties, require a male plant 
within 50 feet for best production or planted 
every third vine in every third row. Plant 
10 feet apart in 20 foot rows. 


New Self Fertile Varieties: These bear fruit and 
may eventually take the place of male pol- 
linators. Prices: We offer these one year No. 
1, 75c each. No. 1 rooted cuttings, 60c each, 
prepaid as the above.
